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List of options puts 
A&E and maternity 
services on the block

BLUE-LIGHT services at The Whittington 
Hospital have been earmarked for closure in 
four out of seven new options for a rejig of 
hospital services across north London. 

Sparking fresh fears that lives could be put at risk, 
accident and emergency services at the treasured 
Highgate Hill hospital could be scaled back to just 
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16 hours per day or 
scrapped entirely under new 
proposals currently being 
considered by NHS bosses. 

The Whittington’s 50-bed 
maternity unit is also at risk 
under all seven options and 
maternity services at North 
Middlesex Hospital in 
Edmonton - the destination 
of choice for many of 
Haringey’s mums-to-be - 
could also fall under the 
axe. Though three of the options retain The 
Whittington’s A&E, there are fears services may 
be pared down with staff ultimately focusing 
more on planned care, such as outpatient 
appointments and day surgery, rather than emer¬ 
gency treatment. 

Although health chiefs have yet to finalise the 
options and say changes are as much about 
patient choice as cost-cutting, this latest turn of 
events has rocked local residents and campaign¬ 
ers who fear Haringey will lose out yet again. 

Sue Hessel, of Haringey Federation Of Resi¬ 
dents’ Associations, said: “Six working hospi¬ 
tals in Haringey have been sold off one by one 
since the 1980s - we can’t afford to lose the next 
hospital on our boundary, unless they want us all 
to die. People should be very careful before they 
believe anything they are told given the history 


of health in this borough. We absolutely have to 
protect what we’ve already got. 

“At the moment, The Whittington has a good 
name in teaching with juniors learning a lot in 
the A&E and getting a range of experience. The 
minute you take that away, people won’t be 
interested in going there and you start to lose the 
best staff. If I worked at The Whittington I 
would be looking for another job right now. 
These health bosses have done enormous dam¬ 
age already - we’ve only shone the torch of truth 
on what is happening and enough is enough.” 

Ms Hessel also scoffed at the idea of a 16- 
hour A&E, saying: “People don’t only have ill¬ 
nesses and accidents for 16 hours of the day. 

“What happens to a seriously ill child or a per¬ 
son in acute pain? It’s preposterous. They have

FIREFIGHTERS rescued 
22 people from a burning 
building in Green Lanes in 
Harringay on Saturday night. 

Eight people managed to 
escape from flats above a shop 
before crews arrived to help a 
further 14 people down 
ladders.

Councillor to go solo 
after desele 
by Labour

TOTTENHAM HALE councillor Sheik 
Thompson, a former mayor of Haringey, 
has announced he will stand as an inde¬ 
pendent candidate in this year’s local 
elections following his deselection by the 
Labour party after four years. 

Councillor Thompson said being inde¬ 
pendent would give him the power to 
continue representing residents in his 
ward including underprivileged groups 
such as young people and the elderly. 

Councillor Thompson, who was mayor 
of Haringey between 2007/8, said per¬ 
sonal integrity and the best interests of 
residents had forced him to make his 
decision after months of dilemma - and 
was not down to his deselection at the 
end of last year. 

In an open letter sent last week to coun¬ 
cil and Haringey Labour party leader 
Claire Kober, he said: “There is no easy 
option or opportunism in my bones. I live 
in Tottenham Hale ward and will con¬ 
tinue to represent the multitude of all 
those people who live in my ward and 
need proper representation from their 
elected councillors.” 

He added: “I had struggled long and 


hard over many years to demo¬ 
cratically represent all the peo¬ 
ple’s interests and concerns in 
my neighbourhood and com¬ 
munity within this New Labour 
Party’s present policy. 

“The behaviour has not been 
supportive, nor fair to all the 
people who make up our 
community which is thank¬ 
fully diverse and quite 
vibrant even so, in spite 
of the difficult attitude and 
decisions colleagues have 
taken towards many 
of them during this 
administration.” 

Councillor Joe Gold¬ 
berg, Labour chief whip, said: “Council¬ 
lor Thompson was not selected as a 
Labour Party candidate for Tottenham 
Hale. This was a democratic decision 
taken by local party members living in 
the ward. Democratic processes often 
produce results that are not to the liking 
of everyone. 

“We are the only party to maintain this 
level of democracy for council candidate 
selections and I believe it keeps us closer 
to communities we seek to serve.”

His decision has narrowed Labour’s 
leading grip on the borough to just one 
seat as it comes in the wake of several 
other high profile departures. 

The move comes after the defection of 
cabinet member Councillor Brian Haley 
last month to the Liberal Democrats and 
Councillor Alan Dobbie’s move to join 
the Conservatives last year. 

The make-up of Haringey Council is 
now 29 Labour, 26 Lib Dem, one Con¬ 
servative and one Independent.

to look for cuts among their own 
bureaucrats who have been lavished 
with large salaries.” 

The North Central London Service 
And Organisation Review first came 
to light in November in a leaked letter 
penned by Rachel Tyndall, its chief 
executive, which suggested there 
would be no more than three major 
acute hospitals in the region which 
stretches from Euston to Hert¬ 
fordshire. In this letter she stated the 
ideal would be only two, but in the 
latest seven options the “do-minimum” 
option is the only one which retains 
three fully fledged general hospitals. 

Plans are also in the pipeline for a 


cost-cutting merger between The 
Whittington and the Royal Free 
Hospital in Hampstead, leaving the 
future of healthcare in the region up 
in the air. 

Hornsey and Wood Green MP 
Lynne Featherstone, who is backing a 
major campaign by the Defend The 
Whittington Coalition, reminded resi¬ 
dents to add their voice to the “fight to 
end all fights”. She said: “I was dis¬ 
mayed to see that four options may get 
rid of The Whittington’s A&E. 

“There are so many unanswered 
questions at the moment: what consul¬ 
tation will there be? Will it be the 
people who actually use the hospital 
who decide this? I think local people 


The Seven Reconfiguration Scenarios 
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are only interested in a full, 24-hour 
A&E. If we don’t keep that, it will be 
the thin end of the wedge. 

“We can feasibly travel to the Royal 
Free to have planned liver treatment 
for example, but we need local access 
to the things that matter hugely - 
A&E and maternity. We have to keep 
up the pressure.” 

Ms Featherstone also pointed to the 
two 16-hour A&E options, saying The 
Whittington’s Council Of Governors 
had already rejected such a plan at 
a board meeting. This makes me 
wonder whether options have been put 
in that are not really and truly under 
consideration, but are there to make 
two of the options look better than 
they are. I come to wonder this 
because they seem to offer some A&E 
rather than none.” 

Haringey Council leader Claire 
Kober added: “We are absolutely 
committed to fighting for services to 
stay at The Whittington and North 
Middlesex. The people of this bor¬ 
ough have said very clearly that they 
do not want to travel even further for 
treatment, and we will make sure that 


NHS managers listen to our views.” 

But health leaders charged with ush¬ 
ering in the shake-up of services have 
pledged no changes will take place 
until a full consultation process in 
which patients and residents get 
the chance to air their views, 

They have also promised noth¬ 
ing will be implemented until 
there is proof ambulance and 
local hospital services can 
accommodate them. 

A report released this a 
week by the National 
Audit Office finds hun¬ 
dreds of people who suf¬ 
fer serious injuries are 
dying due to poor care 
and that trauma services 
have barely improved 
over the past 20 years. 

Its authors commended 
trauma plans currently under way in 
London with major centres at the 
Royal London Hospital and three oth¬ 
ers where people will be treated after 
road accidents, falls and bums. 

A demonstration against the propos¬

Five years’ jail for 


armed raid

AN ARMED robber who ter¬ 
rorised staff and customers dur¬ 
ing the attempted robbery of a 
travel agency in Muswell Hill 
will spend at least five years 
behind bars. 

Staff were threatened with a 
gun and left fearing for their 
lives during the attempted 
robbery at Thomas Cook in 
Muswell Hill Broadway on 
November 16 last year. Michael 
Michaelides, 42, of Cardinals 
Way, Islington, forced his way 
into the foreign exchange 
bureau at the branch and began 
to stuff cash into a carrier bag. 


A staff member managed to 
raise the alarm by alerting shop¬ 
pers in a nearby store who con¬ 
tacted the police. Officers 
arrived on the scene while 
Michaelides was stashing his 
loot and they arrested him 
inside the shop. 

Investigating officer Detec¬ 
tive Constable Adrian White- 
wick said: “This was a very 
serious robbery where staff 
members carrying out their 
daily business were threatened 
by an armed gunman. 

“The actions of both the staff 
and members of the public were 
crucial in assisting officers to 
arrest Michaelides and recover 



the firearm and stolen cash.” 

Michaelides pleaded guilty to 
attempted robbery and posses¬ 
sion of a firearm with intent to 
commit an indictable offence at 
Wood Green Crown Court on 
January 13 and was given a 
minimum term of five years’. 


Four wanted for ATM ram-raid theft 


A BRAZEN gang ram-raided 
a shop in Tottenham and 
sped off after loading a 
cash machine on to their van. 

Detectives are trying to 
track down four men who 
burgled the mini-market 
in Church Road at about 
3.20am last Monday. 

They used a white Suzuki 
Rascal van to repeatedly ram 
the shop’s shutters before 
getting inside and taking the 


machine. Three of the 
suspects fled in the van with 
the tailgate open and a 
fourth man is believed to 
have run off in the direction 
of King Street. 

Investigating officers are 
keen to hear from anyone 
who may have seen the van 
between Church Road and 
where it was later found 
abandoned in Hartham 
Road. A spokesman said the 


van would have been “quite 
noticeable” with the tailgate 
open, and that it mounted 
the pavement and drove 
the wrong way down a one¬ 
way street. 

Police are looking for four 
slim men.

PETA ad banned 
for using Baby P 
‘shock tactics’

A POSTER campaign featuring 
Baby Peter Connelly’s evil step¬ 
father has been banned by the 
Advertising Standards Agency. 

The poster, by People For The 
Ethical Treatment Of Animals, 
featured a picture of 33-year- 
old Steven Barker and a slogan 
suggesting those who abuse 
animals go on to harm children. 
It appeared on a billboard in 
Broad Lane, Tottenham, just 
over a mile from the house in 
Penshurst Road where 17- 
month-old Peter Connelly died 
at the hands of Barker and the 
his mother, Tracey Connelly. 

It was revealed in court that 
Barker had enjoyed torturing 
guinea pigs as a child and 
skinned frogs before breaking 
their legs. 

The watchdog ruled that the 
advert was “shocking and intrin¬ 
sically frightening” and likely 
to be particularly offensive and 
distressing to residents living 
near where Baby Peter died. 


The ruling read: “Advertisers 
who wish to refer to current or 
emotive news stories in their 
marketing should take particular 
care over how such stories are 
used, in order to avoid accusa¬ 
tions of exploitation or shock tac¬ 
tics. They should not cause fear 
or distress without good reason.” 

The poster had read: “Steven 
Barker: Animal abuser, baby 
abuser, rapist. People who are 
violent towards animals rarely 


stop there. Report cruelty to 
animals immediately”. 

Barker’s lawyers had claimed 
the poster was libellous as it pre¬ 
viously described him as a killer. 
He was jailed last May for “caus¬ 
ing or allowing” the toddler’s 
death but cleared of murder. 

Peter Connelly suffered many 
months of horrific torture and 
abuse, which resulted in 50 sep¬ 
arate injuries, including a frac¬ 
tured spine.

£175,000 upgrade to improve access 



A CHERISHED green space in 
Haringey will get a £175,000 
cash injection to encourage more 
people to use it. 

Parkland Walk is a disused 
steam-rail line which stretches 
four-and-a-half miles between 
Finsbury Park and Alexandra

Music fans planning new anti-racist 
festival after Rise axed by mayor Boris

A PAIR of music fans from Finsbury Park 
are hoping to bring an anti-racism festival 
back to the borough after the original Rise 
was axed by Boris Johnson. 

The Uprise festival will place in July on the 
park if the organisers get the green light 
from Islington Council and manage to drum 
up enough cash. It has been estimated by 
organisers that at its peak the Rise Festival 
brought together 100,000 people, including 
school and community groups to enjoy 
performances by urban music icons such as 
Public Enemy, De La Soul, Run DMC, Asian 
Dub Foundation and The Fun Lovin’ 
Criminals. But the London mayor scrapped 
it because organisers refused to tone down 
the politics behind the event. 

Festival organiser Bieneosa Ebite said: 
“Once he won the mayor’s seat, Boris 
Johnson insisted on removing the key anti¬ 
racism message of the festival in 2008 before 
declaring that insufficient funding was 
available for us to continue. 

“I think his reasoning was confused and 
short-sighted. Fostering social cohesion 
is vital while far-right groups such as the 


BNP are receiving more media coverage all 
the time. We need this type of event now 
more than ever. Uprise is non-political along 
party lines. We have the support of MPs such 
as Lib Dem MP Lynne Featherstone and 
Labour MP David Lammy.” 

The festival is currently supported by 
original headline act Asian Dub Foundation 
and UK hip-hop legends Roots Manuva, as 
well as other celebrated artists such as Ty, 
Beardyman, Ashley Beedle, Dub Pistols and 
Urban Nerds. 

Co-organiser Mike Barnard said: “We’ve 
got the people and the expertise, all we need 
now is for sponsors to come forward so we 
can ensure we hold the event at its home 
in Finsbury Park, which is what we as 
organisers as well as all our supporters in 
the local community really want. 

“There’s no other event like it in London 
and such a cosmopolitan city should be 
celebrating its diverse heritage.” 

The Rise Festival was an annual event 
founded in 1996 and was known throughout 
the UK and Europe for its inclusive message.

FEARS are growing for a missing pen¬ 
sioner who was last seen saying goodbye 
to his wife at his Fortis Green home last 
Wednesday. 

Gelsimo Ronchetti’s disappearance has 
been reported as being out of character as 
he has never gone missing before.

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Self-defence class helps 
women feel more secure

WOMEN have taken part in per¬ 
sonal safety classes in Haringey 
designed to boost their esteem and 
learn how to deal with attackers. 

The classes, held throughout 
January at the Kurdish Com¬ 
munity Centre in Portland 
Gardens, were organised after 
women told police they were 
wary about using public transport 


in the area and walking home 
alone. Nearly 20 women aged 
between 13 and 46 took part in 
the sessions, which were taught by 
qualified instructor Sev Necati. 

Sergeant Tim Hannah of St 
Ann’s Safer Neighbourhood 
team said: “We were able to 
employ the services of an excel¬ 
lent instructor. The general feed¬ 
back has gone to show that these 
classes are a great way to learn 


how to stay safe in your local 
neighbourhood, as well as pro¬ 
moting personal health.” 

Further courses are now set to 
take place with places on a first- 
come-first-served basis. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, 
Haringey Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for enforcement and commu¬ 
nity safety, welcomed the idea. 
She said: “This is a really valuable 
initiative to help women feel safe. 


“Fear of crime can have a 
real impact on people’s lives. 
These classes aim to give resi¬ 
dents greater confidence as 
well as teaching them how to 
look after themselves if they 
are confronted.” 

One participant said: “It was 
excellent. We had a wonderful 
teacher and the two police¬ 
women were superb and 
extremely helpful with advice. 


I’ll certainly mention these 
classes to neighbours to see if 
any women are interested as it 
was so worthwhile.”

Tender tale of pain

COLIN Firth is a revelation. 

St Trinian’s II: The Legend Of Frit- 
ton’s Gold and endless Darcy- 
related projects have hardly been 
ideal showcases for the British actor 
to channel the depth of emotion that 
propelled him into the spotlight as 
a gauche 23-year-old in Another 
Country in the early 1980s. 

But here he is as a slimmed- 
down, gay academic in the adapta¬ 
tion of Christopher Isherwood’s 
novel, and he’s a beguiling mass of 
subtle conflictions, pained emotions 
and tender affections to make him 
a serious contender for Best Actor 
at next month’s Academy Awards. 

The other revelation is fashion 
designer Tom Ford who, in his fea¬ 
ture film debut, has directed and co¬ 
written an exquisite paean to rela¬ 
tionships - gay or straight - and 
those moments of connection that 
make life worth living. 

Firth plays George, a middle- 
aged professor of English in Los 
Angeles circa 1962. Set over the 
course of a crisp November day, 
we gradually realise that George 
plans to kill himself. 

Eight months after his long-term 
lover was killed in a car crash 


George has failed to come to terms 
with his sudden death and meticu¬ 
lously plans the event - even laying 
out the clothes he is to be buried in. 

He throws himself into a final lec¬ 
ture, and gets drunk with an old 
flame, Charley (Moore at her most 
effervescent), but one of his pupils 
(Skins’ Hoult) senses something is 
up with George and refuses to leave 
this mysterious closed book alone. 

It’s a simple plot, well told, but 
where Ford - like Isherwood - 
excels is in bringing this world to 
vivid life through complete mastery 


of mood. The bursts of colour to 
contrast the dull monochrome when 
George feels a connection with 
another; the perfect pacing and deft 
build-up to the end of his day; the 
use of flashbacks which is neither 
obtrusive nor overdone - make this 
a masterclass in control of the 
moving image. 

But, more than exemplary techni¬ 
cal skill, it’s a passionate, moving 
response to its subject matter 
helped, in no small part, by the per¬ 
formance of Colin Firth.

Ledley confident Spurs have the 
edge in Champions League race

TOTTENHAM skipper Ledley King remains 
confident that Spurs can still qualify for 
the Champions League this season, despite 
losing their grip on fourth place in the 
Premier League table after being overhauled 
by Liverpool at the weekend. 

Harry Redknapp’s men could not find a 
way past a resolute Aston Villa side - also 
vying for that all-important fourth-placed 
finish - despite heavy late 
pressure at White Hart 
Lane on Saturday 

Coupled with Liverpool’s 
Merseyside derby win 
over Everton, Spurs now 
find themselves outside 
the top four, but King 
believes the strength of the 
squad gives them the edge in the fight 
for fourth. 

“I think we’ve got a strong squad,” he said. 
“You’ve seen the likes of David Bentley and 
Gareth Bale coming in and they’re playing 
great. They have added to the team, and 
that’s the beauty of having the kind of squad 
we’ve got. 


“We believe we can still do it. It’s going 
to go down to the wire, but the best team will 
get fourth spot.” 

He added: “For the past few years I’ve felt 
the club’s always been going in the right 
direction, and finally we’ve got a manager 
who hopefully can do that for us. 

“The Champions League is something I sit 
down and watch and look forward to. I prob¬ 
ably would have liked to have played it a bit 
earlier in my career, but that’s the way it goes. 

“Any footballer, playing at 
club level, aspires to play in the 
Champions League against 
the best players around. That’s 
what you strive to do. You go 
into training every day and 
work hard to test yourself 
against the best.” 

Meanwhile, Redknapp expects 
there to be plenty more twists in the race for 
Champions League qualification between now 
and the end of the season. 

“Obviously it was a big result for Liverpool. 
It’s their weekend this week, it will be some¬ 
body else’s next week and somebody else’s 
the week after,” he said.
